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FCC gives roadside service 
to mobile pirate broadcaster

Roadside service the FCC provided Joe Delia Barba of Annapolis, Maryland, resulted 
in the bust of pirate broadcast station WTNU, "The Nation's Underground." Delia Barba 
was issued a $1,000 fine. 

Electronics engineer Rocco Campagna and an electronics technician from the FCG's 
Baltimore office traced WTNU's April 1 broadcast on 25,000 kHz to Delia Barba's 
Plymouth parked along the highway. "It was a road I'd been driving up and down, and I 
was kind of obvious. Sometimes I operated while in motion," Delia Barba said. 

ANARC announcement 

A ham radio announcement may have contributed to WTNU's bust. Delia Barba said 
he sent a message over the Association of North American Radio Club's (ANARC) 40- 
meter radio network. Radio amateurs who are shortwave listening enthusiasts meet Sunday 
mornings on 7240 kHz. Some give their telephone numbers over the air and invite listeners 
to call them with (Comments for the network. * ' 

Some pirate broadcasters make anonymous calls to announce their broadcast schedules. 
Delia Barba did so on April 1. "The FCC apparently listens to the net," he said. "If a pirate 
announces a test or a scheduled broadcast, the FCC is ready and waiting when the station' 
goes on the air." 

Enforcement team dispatched 

The FCC had monitored previous WTNU broadcasts and had developed a radio "fix" 
location for the station. If a monitoring station technician heard Delia Barba's ANARC net 
announcement, the Baltimore office's engineer -in- charge may have been asked to dispatch 
the enforcement team to the "fix" area in case WTNU broadcast. Alternatively, the FCC 
monitoring network may have picked up WTNU's 25,000 kHz broadcast, causing the 
enforcement team to be dispatched. But the quick response time-about an hour on a 
Sunday-supports Delia Barba's belief that the FCC monitored his ANARC net 
announcement and lay in wait. 

Campagna was unavailable for comment, but another Baltimore office electronics 
engineer, Don Bogert, said Delia Barba was playing music tapes over the air when 
Campagna found him. He confirmed that WTNU had been monitored previously. 

'I was amazed' 

According to Delia Barba, a 26-year-old self-employed computer consultant and 
amateur radio operator, Campagna knocked on the window of his car and said he should 
turn off the radio transmitter. "I said I was amazed he showed up. He turned out to be a nice 
individual." 

Campagna identified himself and asked for Delia Barba's identification. "I let him talk 
on the radio for a couple of minutes," Delia Barba said. "He said over the air that he was 
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with the FCC and that the station was ceasing operation. I promised to send him copies of 
reception reports that mentioned him so he could sign them, too, but I didn't receive any." 

Alaska reception 

Delia Barba said that, having broadcast for about an hour, he was within minutes of 
signing off when Campagna arrived. He said he was told his signal was picked up on at 
least one occasion by the FCC in Alaska. The FCC maintains a field office in Anchorage. 
The Alaska reception represents his signal's most distant reported range. "I tried to get the 
FCC station to get me a verification," he said, "but there has been no response." 

WTNU broadcast recordings of Washington, DC, bands and progressive music. "You 
can go to concerts and get tapes from bands who are more than happy to provide you with 
them," he said. "A couple of the bands knew their tapes were being broadcast; others 
didn't." 

Delia Barba said he had listened to other pirates and liked what they broadcast better 
than what he heard on commercial stations. "Radio Clandestine is very interesting," he said. 

Enforcement priority 'misplaced' 

The WTNU operator indicated FCC enforcement against pirates represents a misplaced 
priority in the face of amateur radio operator abuses on 14,313 kHz and CB radio operator 
abuses in the 27,425 to 28,000 kHz range. 

"Tune to 14,313 kHz and you'll hear radio amateurs making animal noises and 
cussing," he said. "You can recognize their voices. I figured if they could stay on for two 
years and not get bothered the FCC wouldn't care [about pirate broadcasts]. Apparently 
they don't care too much about what happens in the ham band. If you listen between 27,425 
and 28,000 kHz, you hear a bunch of illegal stations that have operated there forever. The 
FCC takes no action against them, either." 

Delia Barba added: "I fail to see why I should pay a fine for doing something harmless 
on an unused frequency when these guys can do this endlessly and the FCC never takes 
action to clean up the mess. Pirates don't cause interference because of their weak signals. 
They cannot jam a commercial station that is operating with as much as 1,000 times the 
power." 

Frequency choice 

Delia Barba said he chose 25,000 kHz for his April 1 WTNU broadcast because 
"nobody uses 25 MHz. It was assigned to WWV, but they have not used it for years." 

He continued: "On the traditional pirate frequency 7415 kHz, we have so much QRM 
on the east coast from licensed broadcast stations, spy stations and CW stations, I cannot 
hear pirates there, it is so jammed up. I hoped to lure other stations up to a clear frequency 
by operating WTNU on 25,000 kHz." 

Campagna's inspection of WTNU lasted about an hour, Delia Barba said. He said the 
engineer measured about 80 to 90 watts output from his Kenwood TS-140 transceiver, 
which fed a five-foot loaded Lakeview whip antenna. "It is very difficult to get decent AM 
modulation, the way solid-state radios are set up," he said. "A plate-modulated radio would 
sound better." 

Electronic fingerprint 

Delia Barba said Campagna told him the FCC had made an "electronic fingerprint" of 
his transmitter so it could be identified. "I can see how they might be able to tell what 
model of transmitter it is. But how can they tell one particular radio from another?" he 
asked. (The May ACE includes a story about the FCC's "radio fingerprinting" techniques.") 
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Delia Barba did not offer to surrender his equipment and he said Campagna did not 
request him to. When Delia Barba responded to the notice of apparent liability sent by the 
Baltimore FCC office, he asked that the $1,000 fine be reduced. The request was denied, 
and Delia Barba was sent a notice of forfeiture for the full amount. This procedure is in 
keeping with an FCC guideline for not accepting the surrender of legal transmitters, such as 
amateur transceivers, for possible mitigation of a fine. 

Advice to pirates and listeners 

The WTNU operator offered this advice for other pirate broadcasters: "You don't want 
to get caught. I recommend either moving continuously-mobile operation~or not 
transmitting for very long. Stay totally away from the ANARC net." 

Advice for those who listen to pirates: "It is bad to get no mail at all, but it is worthless 
to get a 599 straight out signal report. ["599" means, essentially, "loud and clear."] 
Operators want to know what you think of the program. Do you like this song, do you hate 
that song." 

He said pirate operators like to receive tape recordings of their listeners* reception. 
"One thing pirate operators like is getting decent feedback on what their signals sound 
like." 

Pay phone idea 

Delia Barba has discontinued using a mail drop for corresponding with listeners. He 
said he had planned to use a pay telephone to replace postal correspondence. "I planned to 
broadcast the telephone number and the time I would be there to accept calls." He was 
unsure whether that would expose himself to detection by the authorities. "If someone 
wanted to, I suppose they could find the address of the phone number." 

He said he told Campagna that pirate broadcasting, as an illegal activity, adds 
excitement for the listeners. "It gives them something fun to do." 

Amateur broadcast service 

Pirates, he said, could do a better job of broadcasting if there were a legal way to do it. 
"The technical quality would be better if without the worry of being caught. It would be 
possible to have a nicer station and equipment. But the FCC has not been interested in 
creating an amateur broadcast service so far as I know." 

If the agency were to establish an amateur broadcasting band, Delia Barba said he has 
the place for it. "The 11-meter broadcast band from 25,900 to 26,200 kHz is entirely under- 
utilized. There would be plenty of room. It seems to me you could assign five or 20 
channels with a maximum power limit of 200 watts." 

For another alternative, he said amateur broadcasting authority might be granted as an 
add-on to an amateur radio license. 

Delia Barba, now that WTNU is off the air, remains active as a technician class radio 
amateur under the call sign N3HGB. Correspondence can be sent to him at 850 Coach 
Way, Annapolis, MD 21401. 

Postscript: The FCC actively monitors 14,313 kHz. For example, during my May 13 
visit to the Vero Beach, Florida, monitoring station, two "alerts" to monitor 14,313 kHz 
were received in a two-hour period. "Alerts" are requests by one monitoring station to 
others in the network to tune a specific frequency and take a direction-finding bearing. At 
some time, the FCC may use information it has compiled about amateur radio operations 
on 14,313 kHz to initiate enforcement actions. To date, the FCC has pursued a number of 
other alternatives to resolve illegal activities on the frequency, but without success. 
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Pirate Long John Silver 
walks the CHGO plank

At 10:30 p. m. on April 8, John L, Rosengarten heard someone knocking at the door of 
his Chicago home. Upon opening the door, he found an electronics engineer from the FCC 
Chicago office he may have met before. The engineer, Paul E. Gomoll Jr., asked to come in 
and inspect pirate broadcast station CHGO shortwave. Rosengarten refused. 

Gomoll had traced the source of a 7415 kHz CHGO broadcast to Rosengarten' s house. 
CHGO's announcer, Long John Silver, had been playing "soft rock" music and presenting 
commentary on the unlicensed shortwave station. 

FCC visits Rosengarten before-maybe 

"We had visited Rosengarten years before," FCC Chicago office electronics engineer 
Will Gray said, referring to an earlier FCC enforcement action that he said brought Gomoll 
to Rosengarten's home. "The actual event is not that clear to me as to why." 

Gray said Gomoll recognized Rosengarten's home from the previous visit and 
recognized Rosengarten when he came to the door. He said Rosengarten offered to 
surrender the equipment he used for the broadcasts, but Gomoll refused it. "New 
regulations forbid us from accepting illegal equipment except for CB amplifiers," Gray 
said. "Rosengarten knew what he was doing. Although he refused the inspection, he 
volunteered to surrender the equipment." Rosengarten, on the other hand, said the FCC had 
made no previous contact with him. 

Rosengarten 's ham license: yes he has one, no he doesn't 

Gray said Rosengarten is a licensed radio amateur, although FCC amateur radio license 
records do not include a licensee under that name and Rosengarten said he has no license. 
Amateur radio regulations require licensees to permit station inspections at any reasonable 
hour, including business hours and whenever the station is on the air. Thus, Gray said, 
Rosengarten* s refusal of an inspection "is a second violation." But Rosengarten was not 
charged with the station inspection rule violation. 

Gray said the type of equipment in use at Rosengarten's home was unknown, but he 
assumed it was modified amateur radio equipment. The antenna to which the signal was 
traced is a length of wire suspended between the roof of Rosengarten' s house and a tree. 

Equipment outage delays detection 

"It took us a while to catch him because he did not operate continually," Gray said. 
"For three months his equipment was down. When he came back on, he said he had 
equipment trouble that 'kept me down for a few months.' He was on the air for nine months 
total before we tracked him down." Gray said periods of two or three weeks would elapse 
without a broadcast from CHGO. "He had no regular time schedule. When he felt like it, he 
keyed up." 
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Rosengarten was issued a $1,000 fine, but Gray said he did not know whether the fine 
has been paid. 

Rosengarten' s story 

Rosengarten said: "Yes, that was me running CHGO; I was Long John Silver. But I'm 
not running the station any more. I have a family and no reason to give FCC a run for the 
money. If I were young and single I might continue." 

The former pirate said he has been a shortwave listener since he was a kid. He said he 
finds the current crop of shortwave stations "appalling" because of their Christian and other 
programs. He singled out WWCR USA radio: "Such right-wing crap. Really frightening. 
Something that would have come out of Heinrich Himmler." 

Rosengarten described himself as an old hippie. "I was into spiritualism 20 years ago- 
mysticism, meditation, karma and all that. I'm not one to push my views. But it is a good 
idea to go on the air and explain the advantages of spiritualism. A person is a complete 
spiritual unit regardless of religion." 

Demand to see transmitter 

"The night the FCC came," Rosengarten said, "one engineer, Paul Gomoll, came to the 
door. My kids were asleep, so I wouldn't let him in. He demanded to see the transmitter, so 
I carried it out and let him see it." 

Rosengarten said Gomoll told him the FCC had triangulated his signal from reception 
points in San Francisco and Miami. "He said they had my location narrowed down to a 
couple of blocks." 

A man and his job 

He said Gomoll wasn't overbearing or mean, "just a man doing a job." He said there, 
was no animosity on his part, either. "I said I wouldn't broadcast any more." 

The former pirate said he had been apprehensive about being caught because he had 
promised his wife the pirate broadcasting never would affect their family. "I was more 
afraid for my wife and my living situation than the legal aspects," he said. "My wife has 
taken it sternly. She is not going to rag on me, but I know she is displeased and I know I'll 
never do it again, at least not here." 

No money to pay 

Rosengarten said that although the FCC has sent him a Notice of Forfeiture for the 
$1,000 fine, he has been unemployed for several month and he does not have the money to 
pay the fine. He said he did not receive the Notice of Apparent Liability that precedes a 
Notice of Forfeiture because of some mixup with the post office. He said he tried to call the 
FCC Chicago office for two weeks. "Either they were not answering their phone or the line 
was busy. I finally got through about the time I received the Notice of Forfeiture," he said. 

FCC 'inflexible' 

"Apparently, the FCC is quite inflexible. It is funny that they are judge, jury and 
executioner," he said, referring to the regulatory agency's rulemaking, enforcement and 
adjudication powers. 

"It violates my Constitutional rights to due process of law," he said. I never went before 
judge, never met my accuser, never was represented by lawyer, never had a jury of my 
peers." 

Rosengarten said he wrote to the FCC to offer to pay the fine in installments, to work it 
off or to substitute community service. Tm waiting for their reaction to that," he said. 
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Rosengarten broadcast with a Heathkit 60B that he bought at a hamfest. Adhering to his 
own code of broadcast ethics, he said he always checked to be sure he was not transmitting 
harmonics and that the frequency was clear so he would not interfere with other pirates. 

The 20-to-30 watts of power from the Heathkit fed a Gordon West dipole antenna cut 
for 7.415 kHz. The dipole was slung from north to south to favor listeners to the east and 
west of Chicago. 

Barking dogs waste electricity 

Rosengarten selected 7415 kHz "because people would listen to pirates operate there." 
He said broadcasting is no more than a waste of electricity for a lot of pirates. "The guy 
with the barking dogs, for example." 

Two cassette machines and a small mixing panel put the Long John Silver programs 
together. Rosengarten used one panel for mixing and the other to match the electrical 
impedance into the amplifier. "I'd adjust the first for balance and the second for impedance 
matching," he said. 

Full moon schedule 

"I tried to broadcast at least once every full moon, before or after on the weekend, or 
during on the weekend. It has to do with my spiritual motivation. I think people are more 
spiritually more receptive during the full moon," he said. 

Self-educated in electronics, Rosengarten is a computer technician. "Although I went to 
college to become an electronics engineer, I learned nothing there I hadn't learned on my 
own," he explained. 

'Space Corps' 

Rosengarten said he broadcast "editorials" in which he encouraged people to think for 
themselves, not what others told them to think. "I also did a couple of things I thought were 
silly and fun," he said. "I have a record by Tomita, a Japanese recording artist who plays a 
synthesizer. The record plays around with the theme from 'Star Wars.' I used it as a 
musical background and an advertisement for the 'Space Corps.'" 

Rosengarten said he played a Todd Rundgren album, "Eliminations," and "a bunch of 
new age music." He used a compact disc player to eliminate the clicks and pops sometimes 
associated with vinyl records. 

Bulletin board 

Rosengarten operates a computer bulletin board he calls "American Archives." He 
offers free access to the bulletin board, which includes a shortwave conference. The 
telephone number is 3 1 2-27 6-4 159. 

The former CHGO operator said he never had publicized an address while he was 
operating, but "if people wanted a QSL at this late date I probably could arrange to do that."

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'Radio Animal' leaves cage; 
FCC hunts him down again

Gary Mathews had 15 months of fun as "Radio Animal," operating pirate broadcast 
station WKND on AM and shortwave. Then FCC electronics engineers John Rahtes from 
Philadelphia and David Viglione from Buffalo, NY, tracked him to his lair. Busted on Feb. 
1, Mathews' signal stayed caged-for awhile. 

The FCC went easy on Mathews. In view of his cooperation, surrender of equipment 
and financial hardship, his initial $1,000 fine was cut to $100, 

But Mathews wants to broadcast. He looked for jobs with licensed broadcast stations. 
He recorded program segments and sent them to other pirate stations for broadcast. And 
then he switched on a transmitter for a 15-watt broadcast on 7410 kHz. 

Why would he take the risk? "It was a combination of testing the transmitter and 
putting programming on," he said. "It wasn't because I wanted to relay that tape. It was an 
opportunity -type thing. Broadcasting is one of my things. I haven't found a broadcast job. I 
feel like I must broadcast. 

"I'd like to continue supplying programs to other pirates. The FCC will hear my voice. 
I've been working in other areas promoting DX and hobby broadcasting. They can compare 
programming to other pirates and find out it comes from me. I've been forwarding the 
programs without broadcasting them myself. Then I happened to step out of line and 
broadcast myself and I get busted. I've spent more time on the air by tapes sent to other 
stations than I've been on the air over my own station. 

"I wondered, if I produce programs for Radio Hope International and others, would the 
FCC come after me? If they knew my programing was on other stations..." 

The FCC did come after him, but whether the rebroadcasts of his programs by other 
stations is why, no one has said. One thing is clear: The FCC wants to know the identities 
of pirates Mathews knows. June 19, two U.S. marshals and engineer Rahtes seized 
Mathews* station. "They took so much paper. They took two boxes of paper. I had more 
paper, but they didn't get it. Anything detrimental to other stations was not at this location. 
I took that precaution earlier. Nothing critical was here. I had people's mail drops and 
reception reports and letters but nothing with admissions to being pirates." 

Someone—maybe Mathews, maybe not— had activated a pirate shortwave station in 
Pittsburgh a few weeks before Memorial Day, May 28. The broadcasts may have been 
reported by radio amateurs, may have been picked up by the FCC's long-range HF 
monitoring network or both. Whatever stimulated the FCC's interest, the word from 
Washington was that a pirate may be active on Memorial Day. 

FCC field offices were sending engineers to support communications requirements for 
the summit conference between U.S. president George Bush and Soviet president Mikhail 
Gorbachev. That may account for the presence in Pittsburgh on Memorial Day of engineer 
Viglione from the FCC Buffalo, NY, office. Pittsburgh is as convenient a location as any 
for an overnight stop on the way to Washington, and if a pirate might be active that night, 
more's the reason.

Shortly after midnight, early on May 29, Mathews reached for the transmitter switch. 
At 12:20 a.m., he was on the air. Minutes later, an FCC engineer arrived. 

"I was relaying a tape of WLIS (a pirate station) as a test," Mathews said. "I was 
watching outside, I was worried about it. I really didn't see anything and decided to go off 
cause I was done testing. I was putting everything away. I had the crystals out of the 
equipment. I was nervous because I hadn't transmitted anything from my house since the 
last time I had problems. About 15 minutes after the conclusion of the broadcast Rahtes and 
Viglione came to the door again. 

"They wanted to inspect. I don't know if they were absolutely sure it had been me 
broadcasting. They said they had DFed from a couple of streets away. So they got a fairly 
good picture that it was in the area. Since I was involved before they felt they could come 
and question me on it. 

"At first I wouldn't give them an inspection. I thought they couldn't be absolutely sure. 
But they threatened to get a warrant and they said they would stay outside to watch until 
they got a warrant. They were angry, I guess. I wouldn't let them in to inspect cause there 
wasn't much to inspect." 

Engineer Rahtes said: "We knew where the transmissions were coming from. We 
waited for a broadcast to begin. At 12:20 a.m., the signal came on. We were 10 minutes 
away." 

Rahtes said he met Mathews at the door and advised him he would like to inspect the 
radio station. "Mathews indicated he didn't want to acknowledge anything about the radio 
station. We said we would have to talk to the property owners. He said he would rather not 
disturb his parents and allowed us to inspect the radio equipment." 

Mathews said: "I didn't want a disruption in the house so I let them in. Rahtes said if I 
didn't let them in, he would get a warrant. He had his hand-held ready to call someone to 
get it. A little later I let them see the transmitter and I admitted it was me who had been 
broadcasting. They had me hook the whole thing up again so they could take photos once 
again and give a sign-off statement. I made Rahtes give the shut-down statement about 
illegal operation. He was on the phone to Washington to make sure they got the shutdown 
message on the air. f 
"Then they left the air and left the house. Rahtes indicated earlier when I wouldn t 
cooperate he was bargaining, sort of, saying that I would have a $200 Notice of Apparent 
Liability. Til give you administrative of $200 this time,' he said. That's one thing that 
helped me cooperate later on." 

"Administrative" refers to a type of enforcement procedure that involves only a fine. 
The FCC has the option of enforcing its rules via administrative, civil and criminal 
procedures. Administrative procedures generally are the most lenient. 

Rahtes said he had not heard from the FCC for three weeks after the inspection. Then, 
at 10 a,m„ June 19, Rahtes telephoned. "He said he was just up the street, that he had a 
lOiroh warrant and that he and two U.S. marshals were coming over. 

"Thay oame in by the back door, not wanting to disturb the household once again. ' You 
can com* to back door,' Rahtes said, 'and we'll take some equipment.'" Rahtes identified 
what waa to be taken, and U.S. marshal Dean G. Michael and a second marshal took the 
items to Rahtea* oir. 

"They took 19 itema that were on a list: one transmitter used to run the program that 
night, two small tape recorder!, a couple of boxes of station records, loggings-they were 
trying to get information on other broadcasters from what they had said because they said 
'We're having problems in this area and we don't want to have to keep coming back here.' 

"They got a few assorted cassettes, box of cassettes that were related to some radio 
stuff I did in the past but not to the current broadcasts. 
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"They took a linear amplifier, a ham-type, Palomar. The took a mixer, a console and 
two of my turntables. They took an equalizer and a microphone, and the Hcalhkit DX-35 
transmitter. 

"The two tape recorders were small portable units that weren't involved in the station, 
by the way. 

"They also took a frequency counter that had been used during WKND broadcasts but 
not during later broadcasts. I saw it as a pick-and-choose thing. There is so much stuff in 
my basement it would be hard for them...just pick and choose from the top whatever would 
fit into the trunk of Rahtes' sedan. 

"They would have had to bring a truck to get everything I have here. They did not take 
the other transmitters and they took no receivers at all. 

"The arrest warrant was served against the equipment. It was in rem to arrest radio 
station equipment. That's why I question why they were able to take tapes, station records, 
papers and things that are not equipment. The warrant says 'United States, plaintiff, vs. any 
and all radio station equipment' at my address. That's the defendant-the radio station 
equipment. 

"I didn't read the warrant while they were here, so I didn't know what it specified or I 
would have questioned the taking of cassettes, records, QSLs and reception reports of my 
former station, WKND. Someone told me I might have a chance of getting the stuff back. 

"I believe it was harassment because I've been recording programs for other stations. 
Maybe harassment is too strong a word, In course of making tapes of stations I've said 
things uncomplimentary of the FCC. That may have had something to do with the 
harshness. 

"They said Washington wants pirate broadcasting stopped. 

Mathews said his broadcasts, via tape and over his own transmitter, are his way of 
protesting the system that prevents him from broadcasting legally. 

"I protest the system. Pirate broadcasting is my form of protest. I don't have money to 
get an organized petition. Maybe that's something I could do in future. When you see 
something you don't like that the government's doing, you should protest it. 

"The engineers said they had an indication that a pirate broadcast station was active in 
Pittsburgh from a signal that had been heard two weeks before they came on Memorial 
Day. When they inspected my station that night, it was real quick. They were gone in an 
hour. I had no reason to think they would come with an in rem. 

"They said they had indications a station using the same call letters had been on 
previously. I didn't say whether I had been responsible for it. They could have heard a 
different station in the area using the same call letters or my station, if I had run the tape. 

"The call letters given on the tape are WLIS, 'We love interval signals.' It is a tape 
someone sends through mail drops for relay. I wasn't broadcasting to be broadcasting 
specifically but it was a test and a broadcast. My being on had nothing to do with the 
program source. It just happened out of testing the transmitter and having the antenna ready 
that I went and made a broadcast. 

"When Rahtes came back with search warrant he wanted records about WLIS. He 
couldn't find any because it is a new station and hasn't generated much paperwork yet. 

"I'm working with other stations, supplying them with programming. Several stations. I 
know the FCC knows it because I go by the same name, Radio Animal, and it is my voice. I 
don't supply the whole program, just a segment. Several times Fve been critical of the 
FCC. But I've never directed comments to one commissioner in particular. 

"I've been talking to Andy Yoder and others and they think if you are critical of the 
FCC, FCC employees might take it personally. That may be why they would want to do an 
in rem for a 20-minute first time broadcast. 
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Rahtes said the FCC has M a new amateur network of DFers. They indicated the 
Pittsburgh broadcasts were conducted by the same individual who previously operated 
WKND. We're hopeful this amateur network will go nationwide. As long as we have a 
general monitoring fix, we can isolate the pirate rapidly tell whether he is mobile." 

The engineer said Mathews's case was one of the first in which the FCC used a 
combination of the amateur direction-finding network and transmitter signature analysis 
(also called radio fingerprinting) techniques. "We had to figure a time he would be active 
for a closedown. We figured Memorial Day he would be on. We have amateurs who will 
ride by the house and confirm it is him. With signature analysis we can confiscate the 
transmitter to confirm that it is the one used for the broadcasts." 

Rahtes said the amateur DF network is informal and composed of "amateurs who want 
to stop these type of intruders. They are just amateurs interested in stopping intruders from 
their band and in stopping unauthorized operations generally. They isolates the identity of 
targeted transmissions." 

He said the FCC hopes to use similar networks in other parts of the country as well as 
the agency's own techniques to help to eliminate unauthorized transmissions. He 
mentioned one technique in particular: "We have automatic remote direction-fmdmg. We 
can leave pods in various locations to record signal levels, bearings and signatures." 

Why did the FCC get so tough with Mathews? "In this case, it was the commission's 
policy to 'get tough on pirates,'" he said. "We'll be using in rem search warrants and 
various other legal techniques to seize the equipment and to serve search warrants in 
conjunction with the Justice Department." 

If pirates continue to operate, they face search warrants, court injunctions in which 
pirates would face criminal penalties for contempt of court, if they continue to operate, 
criminal procedures and other legal techniques, Rahtes said. 



FCC busts Illinois FM pirate relay station 

March 25, Eric B. Hultgren made his last relay of WBBM-FM to listeners in Rockford, 
Illinois. Using a two-watt transmitter and a vertical antenna, Hultgren retransmitted the 
Chicago FM station's programming on 88. 1 MHz. 

The relay apparently was not appreciated by at least one licensed Rockford radio 
mation. A representative of the station complained that there was a pirate radio station in 
the area, according to FCC Chicago office electronics engineer Will Gray. 

Gray said the broadcast station had received complaints from its listeners. "Their 
limonom wore receiving interference and they wanted to know if a new station were in area 
or what Lho problem was. That alerted us to the pirate." 

Gray said Lho Chicago office's work schedule allowed an engineer to visit Rockford on 
routine business uboul three months after the complaint was received. He said Hultgren 
operated the station on weekends, and every now and then on weekdays. 

Hultgren allowed his station to be inspected. The engineer observed a homemade 
transmitter mounted onto a Pioneer cable box, Gray said. 

Hultgren, who is unemployed, was fined $1,000. Gray said Chicago office engineer-in- 
charge Phillip Bradford has agreed to accept payment of the fine in $100 installments, and 
that Hultgren has made at least two payments. "The entire fine must be paid within one 
year," Gray said.

UK Mobile Broadcasting 



Some rules for outside mobile operations: 

1. You'll want a good site that's fairly isolated. 

2. Make everything you take portable. 

3. You want small, cheap tape recorders, transmitter, antenna, co-ax, 
car battery (inverter will run a battery), audio leads, and a shortwave 
radio for monitoring outgoing signal. Take along a few spare crystals,

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CLANDESTINE PROFILE by George Zeller 

Your loggings and information on clandestine radio stations are always very welcome for this 
column.

Summer is not exactly the height of the DX season, and we have a light turnout of reporters 
this month. But, this gives us a chance to catch up on a couple of items that have been lost in 
the shuffle earlier during the very busy clandestine DX year of 1990. Some of these issues straddle 
the line between clandestines, pirates, and other unusual transmission categories. 

SUMMARY OF CUBAN CLANDESTINE DEVELOPMENTS 

This column has been regularly covering a number of recent developments in the very active 
Cuban anti-Castro clandestine scene. Some of the news has been broken in the A*C*E, but other- 
recent changes have not yet been mentioned here. Thus, it seems like a good time to review 
the current situation with the Cuban stations. Many developments have been widely covered 
in the major DX press, including Monitoring Times , Popular Communications . Glenn Mauser's 
publications and DX programs, Gerry Dexter's Clandestine Confidential newsletter, etc. 

Two longstanding Cuban stations still broadcast quite regularly on a purely clandestine basis. 
The mysterious Radio Caiman continues to hold forth on 9965 KHz in the mornings and evenings 
with an excellent signal for its slickly produced programming. Astonishingly, after several years 
of continuous operation, we still have no address for this one, or even a clue toward the 
identification of the group that operates the station. The second pure Cuban clandestine. La 
Voz del C1D, continues its extensive activity on a daily basis. It remains the mouthpiece of Huber 
Matos Jr.'s Cuba Independiente Democratica organization. CID is easily audible even with 
inexpensive receivers on 9941.7 // 7340.1 KHz in the evenings. It switches the 31 meter frequency 
to 6305 KHz late at night. 

Another old-time Cuban clandestine, Radio Antorcha Martiana, was busted for the second time 
in its history on February 9 by the FCC. This station, operated in Miami by a wildly anti-Castro 
group led by Eloy Escagedo, was previously busted eight years ago by the FCC in Florida. The 
new 1990 bust has an aura of strangeness to it. It has been covered by virtually all of the 
mainstream DX press and DX programs. This coverage has all been generated by a typical FCC- 
Press Release that was issued in association with the bust. However, except for the FCC, no 
DX-ers seem to have heard the 1990 second incarnation of this station. To the best of your' 
editor's knowledge, no loggings of Antorcha Martiana have been submitted in recent years to 
the A*C*E, or to any other DX publications. This is puzzling! If the station had reactivated, 
at least somebody in the very active community of veteran Florida DX-ers would ordinarily report 
it. 

Two other Cuban clandestines, one with a multiple history of FCC busts, are currently buying 
time over the licensed USA shortwave broadcaster VVHRI in Indiana. On the June 23 edition of 
World of Radio, Glenn Hauser summarized the most current information on VVHRI's relay schedule 
for La Voz de la Fundacion, and for the station's new customer, La Voz de la Alpha 66! Yes, the 
oft-busted and shrill Alpha 66 is back, this time over VVHRI. (Hauser cited Jeff White as his source 
for the VVHRI clandestine relay information). Alpha 66 allegedly became a VVHRI customer on 
June 11. Its schedule is 0030-0100 UTC on 7315 // 9495 KHz and 1130-1200 UTC on 9465 // 11790 
KHz. Jeff says that no shows are aired on Sunday or Monday. La Voz de la Fundacion continues 
its extensive WHR1 schedule (previously mentioned in the A*C*E) with one hour broadcasts 
Mondav through Friday at 1200, 1500, and 0500 UTC, and a two hour slot at 0100 UTC, using 
normal VVHRI frequencies. Thus, on most nights of the week, the 0030-0200 prime time evening- 
slot on VVHRI is now occupied by Alpha 66 and Fundacion, back to back. 

A*C*E member Bob Ross of Ontario checks in with a Fundacion QSL from the VVHRI relay. He 
received two full data QSL cards in two months for mint stamps; his report was for the 7 315 
KHz VVHRI frequency. Bob also got bumper stickers and an Amoska Forge magazine titled The 
Cuban Monitor . Good work, Bob! Jeff White (VIA Hauser) lists two very similar addresses for 
the two different WHR1 clandestine relays. Fundacion (and the Cuban American National 
Foundation, see the June A*C*E) uses Post Office Box 440069, Miami, Florida 33144. The newly 
resurrected Alpha 66 is using Post Office Box 420067, Miami, Florida 33142. 

All of these Cuban stations are quite easily audible in North America. The anti-Castro community 
in South Florida is clearly excited about the possibility of Castro's imminent demise. Gorbachev's 
budget problems obviously present a potential threat to Castro, who relies heavily on financial 
subsidies from the Soviet Union. However, it is quite unlikely that Castro will be thrown out 
of office anytime soon. He has a thorough grip on power in Cuba, but this does not seem to have 
dimmed the enthusiasm of the anti-Castro clandestines very much. 
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RADIO PATRIA LIBRE 



The 49 meter anti-Colombian clandestine Radio Patria Libre continues to be well heard in North 
America, despite the long seasonal daylight hours in North America. Your editor pulled them 
in on June 12 from 0100-0121* UTC on 6305.1 KHz. (This frequency has been slightly variable 
from night to night in recent weeks, and it does not seem to use the same powerful transmitter 
that is used by La Voz del CID on 6305*0 KHz later at night). 1 sense that the production values 
at Patria Libre are improving. The station sounds somewhat less crude and more professional 
than it used to. They still have roughly the same format as before, with both male and female 
announcers mixed in with instrumental music bridges and folk tunes. Unfortunately, this is another 
station that so far has no known address. 

VOICE OF TOMORROW AND THE FCC , 

The June issue of A*C*E printed several loggings of the widely heard and lengthy broadcasts 
of May 13 from the Voice of Tomorrow on 7409.9 and 6239.9 KHz. Bob Ross sends in another 
logging for the 6239.9 KHz show, from U248-0329 UTC on the 13th. This station has made at 
least 60 or 70 different transmissions since it first was noted on the air on June 18, 1983. Although 
it operates sporadically like a pirate, there seems to be an evolving consensus among DX-ers 
that this pro-Fascist station is actually a pure clandestine operation. In fact, it remains the only 
pure clandestine that beams English language programming on shortwave to North America. 
In May it once again operated with no knock on the door from J. Eager Heaver of the FCC DF-ers. 
So, I think that the time has arrived to dust off the editorial soap box for the umpteenth time. 

The pirate and clandestine bust policies of the FCC are flawed, and they should be modified. 

This year the FCC has busted a small handful of harmless hobby pirates such as VVKND, VVHBH, 
Secret Society Radio, and Zodiac Radio. These busted stations had transmitted on a sporadic 
basis, had interfered with no other broadcasters, and with the exception of the FCC Field 
Operations Bureau, they had offended no one. None of the busted stations ever called for the 
fundamental overhaul of the United States government, or for the utter reorientation of the 
political philosophy of the USA government. Even so, the stations were busted, fines were 
assessed, and equipment was confiscated. At the same time, for the ninth year in a row. the 
FCC has permitted the radically offensive Voice of Tomorrow clandestine station to broadcast 
for hours with a powerful signal from within the USA, usually with multiple lengthy transmissions 
on a single night. In the past, the Voice of Tomorrow has been DF-ed by the FCC to a QTH that 
is less than four hours drive (at the speed limit) from the FCC's main headquarters office in 
Washington, DC. Despite its blatantly Fascist and pro-Nazi programming that is professionally 
produced and aired over a relatively powerful transmitter, the Voice of Tomorrow has never 
felt the heavy hand of the FCC. 

In recent months, A*C*E contributing writer Don Bishop has published several excellent articles 
covering the FCC's recent pirate enforcement activites in the pages of the A*C*E. I want to 
thank Don in print for his fine journalistic work. But, 1 also would like to submit a public 
suggestion to Don. His very interesting interview with Dick Smith, Chief of the FCC Field 
Operations Bureau, ran in the May A*C*E. There even was a full page picture of Dick on page 
10 of that issue. (I wonder how many of these pictures appear as dart boards on the walls of pirate 
studios in this country?) I appreciated Dick's many candid responses to Don's inquiries. But, a 
key question was unasked in this article, and is therefore unanswered. 

The results of government expenditures for the FCC are measurable. The proof of the pudding 
is in their performance, which is a public record, Why does the FCC allocate and manage its 
Field Operations personnel in such a way that a handful of genuinely harmless hobby pirates are 
occasionally busted, while a high-power clandestine operates freely without FCC interference 
from 1983 until 1990 from within the United States? The FCC did recently list the Voice of 
Tomorrow at #1 on its list of the "Ten Most Wanted" pirates, but that strange list also included 
WWEO as #6 (which apparently has never broadcast) and The Superstation as #3 (which absolutely 
nobody in the DX hobby seems to have ever heard of). If Mr. Smith has an explanation for the 
long and high-powered run of the Voice of Tomorrow without any interference from the FCC, 
1 would be quite interested to see it. 

On multiple occasions over the years, this column has raised the speculative possibility that the 
FCC has ignored the Voice of Tomorrow for political reasons. It is possible that the US 
government, particularly during the ultraconservative Reagan administration, has not been 
genuinely opposed to the Voice of Tomorrow. At least some figures in the Reagan administration 
(and a small but measurable percentage of the far right constituency of the Republican party) 
were far enough to the extreme right of the political spectrum that they would not be strongly 
opposed to the station's overtly Fascist views. Now, we have no hard evidence for this speculation 
that goes beyond circumstantial evidence. 1 repeat that this theory is speculation. However, 
the concept is not entirely baseless on logical grounds. If somebody like Noriega or Khadaffi 
began a Voice of Tomorrow-style clandestine radio operation from within the USA, it seems' 
certain that the response time of the US government and the FCC would be virtually 
instantaneous. 
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In the case of the ultra-right wing Voice of Tomorrow, eight years of benign non-enforcement 
can hardly be considered "instantaneous" response time. The situation is curious, and it leads 
to periodic speculation in this column and in other segments of the DX community. Does the 
FCC have a position on the Voice of Tomorrow, and does it have some explanation for its eight 
year record of toleration of this station? 

On the other hand, I want to make it clear that I am not encouraging the FCC to bust any pirate 
or clandestine station, particularly if that station is not generating harmful interference to other 
stations, or to nearby receiving equipment. In my view, the First Amendment protects the speech 
of the Voice of Tomorrow. This station generates a very clean and highly professional signal 
on frequencies that seem carefully planned on a non-interference basis to other broadcasters. 
So, why bust them? 1 see no reason to do so. My point is that there is also no reason to bust similar 
unlicensed hobby stations either, as long as these stations do not generate harmful QRM. I do 
not question the FCC's bust inefficiency. I instead am questioning their "selective enforcement" 
performance that tolerates Fascist stations, but that busts benign comedy and entertainment 
stations. As an A*C*E member, what do you think? 

WORK IN PROGRESS 

Mark Pierce of California sends in a note that the Winter 1990 issue of the Journal of 
Communication contains an article on europirates and the system of radio regulation in Europe. 
Mark continues to research published articles that discuss unlicensed and/or clandestine stations, 
and we appreciate his work. Mark also sent in a page from the latest Loomponics catalog that 
has a nice listing for the 1990 edition of The Pirate Radio Directory . 

CLANDESTINES , PIRATES , AND BOOTLEGGERS 

The DX hobby is famous (or notorious) for long-running discussions. Over the years we have tossed 
around issues such as the definition of a SWBC radio country, the distinction between a 
broadcaster and a utility station, the definition of a "real" QSL, and so forth. Sometimes these 
discussions have been full of heated controversy. A*C*E seldom has dealt with issues like this, 
but in recent weeks, definitional questions have come up in the unlicensed radio monitoring hobby. 
For instance, we dealt with the pirate vs. clandestine classification of Free Radio One in recent 
months within this column. (NOTE: The Tom Valentine Show, a staple on the Free Radio One 
relay tests when the station first began broadcasting, is now carried nightly over WWCR!) 

A new question has surfaced in places like John Arthur's A*C*E column and Andrew Yoder's 
Pirate Pages newsletter. For the last couple of months, a rash of pirate QSO's have sometimes 
peppered the shortwave bands. Some of the stations in these QSO's have been longstanding pirates, 
but others have identified themselves as new pirate stations. Some of the new stations (such 
as East Coast Beer Drinker and others) have transmitted little or no produced programming, 
and have been not unlike an amateur radio or CB station that simply QSO's. Veteran A*C*E 
member Steve Sachs of Illinois has been wondering in public if these stations should be considered 
to be "pirates." He also wonders if they should be "immortalized" (I?) by citations in Kirk Baxter's 
A*C*E DiaLogs column, the Pirate Pages , The Pirate Radio Directory , etc. Steve's point is that 
the one-shot QSO stations are considerably less interesting than the high-quality pirate stations 
who produce entertaining programming, such as Radio Clandestine, the Voice of Larynigitis, 
Radio USA, and so forth. Thus, Steve wonders if a means could be found to de-emphasize the 
one-shot QSO stations in our hobby, while simultaneously encouraging the quality and long-running 
pirates. 

Steve raises a question that is worth thinking about. Andrew Yoder seems to have definitively 
solved the classification problem in his book, Pirate Radio Stations : Tuning In to Underground 
Broadcasters (1990, Tab Books, $11.95, available at better shortwave retailers everywhere). 
Andrew calls the QSO stations "bootleggers" and the obvious political stations "clandestines," 
with the remaining hobby stations falling into the "pirate" category if they produce programming 
for broadcast. Andrew's categories seem reasonable to me. The Pirate Radio Directory has 
generally ignored (or greatly deemphasized) bootleg stations, but this book traditionally includes 
all known SWBC pirates, regardless of their number of transmissions. Kirk Baxter has traditionally 
followed similar criteria in his A*C*E DiaLogs column for years. Is this longstanding norm 
reasonable? Or, does Steve have a point when he suggests that we re-examine it? The opinions 
of A*C*E members on the issue will be welcome in the Clandestine Profile column. Send them 
in!

COVERT CORNER I^ 5 ^ ndas ?! A s ^

You would think with all the things going down in Liberia that KKN44, the station suppos- 
edly at the U.S. embassy there, would be humming with activity these days. But no..... In fact, 
the most remarkable aspect about KKN44 on 4886 and 7652 kHz these days is how ordinary 
things are— just the usual canned QRA markers, sometimes interrupted on the hour and half-hour 
for hand-sent QRA markers and brief, cryptic CW (such as U 01X18K" on 4886 heard 0531 on 
June 4). Both 4886 and 7652 kHz seem to be in parallel, even down to the hand-sent portions. 

When can you folks on the east coast first hear KKN44 in the evening? Can you hear it in 
the daytime? George Zeller, Pirate Radio 's Foremost Journalist ®, hears all sorts of cool stuff 
while it's still light outside. Case in point: 5046 kHz, which is often parallel to 6840 and its never- 
ending stream of four-digit numbers and assorted fun. George hears 5046 around 2200 daily in 
Cleveland (hell, it might be the highlight of George's day for all I know) and it's about S8 on his 
NRD-525, the most baddest DX machine you can buy ®. Not only is S8 very respectable at 2200, 
it's the only thing George can hear on 60 meters at that time! George surmises — correctly, I 
bet — that this transmitter is within 400 miles or so of Cleveland. 

Now it gets really good. George asked for others to monitor this signal via a request put 
out over the ANARC ham net. Joe, N2JB, took up the challenge and told George he could hear 
5046 at 1522 in Virginia Beach, VA — that's 1 1:22 a.m. local time, gang, and the signal was loud. 

I'll let Havana Moon wrestle with the numbers stations implications of all mis. But it does 
make me wonder if signals like those from KKN44 on 4886 and 7652 or KKN50 on 6925.5 can 
also be heard in daytime back east. How about it, gang? Could some of you give a listen and let us 
know what, if anything, you manage to hear? 

I got a note from "Collins" in West A His, WI. I don't know his/her first name, but as long 
as he/she does, I guess everything's OK. Anyway, on June 6, he/she spotted the Foghorn on 6820 
at 0438, 1 1 140 at 0448, 19029 at 0457, 18925 at 0503, 18625 at 0506, 18480 at 0509, 18310 at 
051 1, 15750 at 0514, and 10650 at 0520. The pattern was one tone about two seconds in length. 
The Foghorns ended at 0500 (midnight CUT) and resumed about two minutes later. All frequen- 
cies were off the air by 07 1 0, and no numbers stations were noted. 

Kevin Henderson of Tucson knows what kind of fun stuff floats up from south of la fron- 
tera. Examples? 7435 on May 19 at 0915 in S SB, where he heard a male announcer shouting num- 
bers and what seemed to be commands in Spanish. Between the shouts, there was slow hand-sent 
CW and tapping on the mike at 0918. Later that day, at 1019-1023* on 7450 SSB, he heard a man 
repeating "a la hora trenta...a la hor trenta..0938...315...novente 7...201927...novente 6...cinco 
kilos." Still on May 19, he caught two men in Spanish on 8170 SSB at 0939 onward They were 
having a rapid conversation, with one stretching out syllables ("amigoooo....") and both laughing 
as if it were exceedingly hilarious. Yeah, Kevin, I hear a lot of this stuff too, and I assume it's pri- 
marily from Mexico. In my travels in Baja in search of The Ultimate Margarita (frozen, salt on the 
rim please), I've noticed that quite a few of the official buildings (particularly on the Tijuana to 
Ensenada highway) have what appear to be HF antennas. I also understand that a number of con- 
verted ham HF transceivers are used for communications in more remote areas of the Bajas and 
Sonora. Undoubtedly, that's what we're both hearing. 

Finally, a tip from Kristin Kaye who was taking part in Los Numeros On-Line on Portal on 
May 28. She and several others were monitoring the Voice of Stench on 7355. At 0330, a "P" bea- 
con started up atop the Voice of Stench. At 0332, the Voice of Stench began a comedy sketch. At 
0335, the "P" beacon stopped and the following was sent in CW: "this guy is pretty funny." After 
that, the U P" beacon resumed! 

Getting serious for a moment: the June ACE had a lot of stuff that demands comment. 
First, Mark Pierce has a good idea with the Freedom of Information Act requests, but it's been my 
experience that the FCC is the worst of all government agencies when it comes to replying to FOIA 
requests. They are required by law to acknowledge your request in at least 30 days of receipt, but 
usually the FCC doesn't bother to do even that. Maybe letters to your Congressional representa- 
tives if they don't live up to the FOIA requirements? Secondly, I can understand why the FCC's 
Jerry Freeman might be reluctant to have his engineers give interviews re pirates — he was the guy I 
anonymously quoted in How to Tune the Secret Shortwave Spectrum pooh-poohing the notion that 
WGOR and WFAT could operate with impunity from New York City — probably wants to keep egg 
off the faces of his subordinates. And finally, while I have little use for career civil servants like 
those found at the FCC, I can't get too upset at the fates of Zodiac Radio or Secret Society Radio. 1 
hope I'm not giving out too big a secret here, but there's nothing in the law or Constitution that 
says the FCC has to give suckers an even break. If you're a dummy, people will take advantage of 
you. This is true when you buy a car or a house, get a job, travel, meet the FCC or IRS — whatev- 
er. If you're going to take on an agency of the government, at least spend some time learning about 
your basic rights and be prepared for confrontations. (Hint: if they don't have a search warrant, 
you don't have to let anyone enter your home. And you don't have to say anything, even if they do 
have a warrant, without an attorney present. They have to prove you're guilty; you don't have to 
prove you're innocent.) Please, you would-be pirate radio types, don't be so sfupid!

Anybody noticing that Numbers transmissions seem to be on the rise? 
They're out there in a dozen languages and a dozen or more transmission 
formats. Uncommon intercepts have been coming in - some of them during 
daylight hours which have been traditionally difficult to monitor with 
any regularity. And now, all of a sudden, they're popping up all over 
the place - turn on your radio and you're going to run into one. Or 
two. Or morel 

So the lesson for this month is watch, and listen. Notice how the 
transmissions vary between weekdays and weekends. Notice how they're 
markedly more frequent after 0500 UTC. Notice when the commonly 
repeated messages change. And change again. The detail is important. 
That's where you'll find the clues.

There was an unidentified 
pirate who never spoke playing music on AM, being rudely interrupted 
by the attack of the 7415 cw 'e's (first in AM, then switched to LSB), 
both coupled with nifty official sounding voice talk on USB. The 
chronology of what I captured is outlined below. I'm sure I missed 
stuff because I would be on AM listening to the pretty pirate music 
and hear the distorted voices from the USB kick in, etc, but not be 
able to understand them till I switched over to USB, etc etc etc. 

Also, except for being sure that, once again, those nasty cw 'e's 
forced a poor helpless Italian song loving pirate off the air, I 
honestly don't know if the transmissions on USB had any connection 
to what was going on on lsb or AM. . . 

So, with those thoughts in mind, here comes Chippy Log, Potato Date 
May 9, 1990, (Wednesday) starting at 0339 UTC.

[The recording was somewhat scratchy. All 

these carols were being sung by what sounded 

like the same group so maybe it was all 

together on a record or tape . ]

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The pitch of the 'e's was being adjusted, changing. 
The song ended and no more started up <sniff>. 
0441 AM to LSB The 'e's definitely switched to lsb and off AM. 



0445 LSB The cw starts into message transmission. 

0452 LSB Data transmission stopped. 

0453 LSB Definately music but of a rock & roll type and 

only for a few seconds.
